It is expected that the Iresident, in weighing 
a plea for clemency ^ will consult with the Attorney General 
for his observations. In view thereof, it is believed 
advisable to furnish a -emorandum to the Attorney General 
concisely setting forth jhe data available in Bureau files 
concerning the espionage activities of the Kosenbergs and 
to show that while the Kosenbergs are in a position to 
furnish us with valuable information and supply the 
necessary evidence to identify and prosecute other espi~ 
onage agents, they have not seen fit to do so. It should
